LINCOLN AS A BAGGAGE MAN.
CPhe following letter of a lady of
Springfield, 111, published in Me-
Clure's Magazine, shows the self-
forgetfulness and kindness of the
great man weall delight to honor,
The incident took place after Mr.
Lineoln had been to Congress,

“The very children,” the lady
writes, “konew him, for there was
not one of them for whom he had
not done some kind deads, 1 was
going, with a little friend, for my
first trip alone on the railroad
ears.
